2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Paragraph 25 
and paragraph 29 indicate reference numeral 103 is a different part. In paragraph 25, 
103 is an insulator. In paragraph 29, 103 is an active layer. 
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In paragraph 48, reference numeral 21 1 in mentioned but it is not found in the 
figures. Also, reference numerals 212, 213, and 214 seemed to be mislabeled. 

The specification also has an improper arrangement of parts. It is suggested the 
applicant follow the arrangement given above. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 31 is objected to because of the following informalities: Line 2 recites "a 
first conductive layer" where it should recite "the third conductive layer". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 28 recites the limitation "the channel formation region" in line 6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 33 recites the limitation "the third wiring line" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

7. Claim 34 recites the limitation "the channel formation region" in line 7. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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8. Claim 40 recites the limitation "the third wiring line" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

9. Claim 41 recites the limitation "the fixed electric potential" and "the floating 
electric potential" in lines 1-2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 

10. Claim 42 recites the limitation "the channel formation region" in lines 2-3. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

11. Claim 44 recites the limitation "the third conductive layer" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

12. Claim 46 recites the limitation "the third wiring line" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

13. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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14. Claims 28-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Otani et al. (JP 2000183356 A). 

Otani et al. clearly anticipate claims 28-48 of the present invention. The 
disclosure of Otani et al. is substantially identical to the disclosure of the present 
application and the claims of Otani et al. are the same as those presented in the present 
application. Thus, Otani et al. clearly discloses all the features of the claimed invention. 



15. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Oc/cerf, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

16. Claims 28, 29, 34-36, 41, 42, 45, 47 and 48 are provisionally rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim1-14 of copending 
Application No. 09/837558. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
